both ends. he decided to improve on and elaborate 
his own candy wrappings. 


First he added a love motto and larger, more 
decorative wrapping papers. Then he included a 
small gift and sandwiched a friction strip of 

between the layers of paper. When 
pulled, the strip went off with a bang. Thus, in 
1840, the ingenious idea of the cracker came into 
being. 7 
The success of the cracker was immediate. As popular 
with adults as with children crackers were some- 
thing to be enjoyed all the year ‘round. No celebration 
was complete without them-christening parties, public 
holidays and armiversaries as well as Christnas-and 
specially designed crackers were often introduced to 
commemorate memorable events. 


This idea of making special crackers to suit the occasion 
seems worth reviving and since they are not difficult to 
make, designing and decorating these personalized 
crackers have been a very enjoyable project. 


We hope you enjoy the "Crackers" as much as we 
have enjoued making them.
